WHAT ARE YOU, an Investor or Speculator? <A simple dis 


tinction which might be made between investors and speculators is 
this-—that investors lack suflicient capital and income to risk a loss 
and therefore buy or sell securities in an endeavor to augment their 


income. On the other hand, a speculator risks a loss in order to 
sain a profit and should at the outset seriously consider the effect 


of the loss on his capital position in event of a failure to gain a 
profit. Moreover, he should bear in mind that the majority ot 
speculators can ill afford the losses that they experience and the 
sreater majority of them never do anything but lose both con- 
tinuously and substantially. Why should this be? The answer is 
I think, that most people never will face realities, the most funda 
mental of which is that they cannot afford to be engaged in specu 
lation Another thing is that they completely ignore the faet that 
successful speculation demands qualities of mind and feeling that
